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The Angels who heralded the 
duwn of the first Christmas 
chanted the whole philosophy of 
life in a sentence and proclaimed 
what ought to be the attitude of 
man toward his Maker and toward 
his fellows. Worship to God and 
good will toward men were thus 
set forth as the standards of hu- 
man conduct. 


Christmas has never lost either | 


the religious or the social signifi 
eance thus associated with it. It 
is still a day for worship and for 
good will. Though formal acts of 
religious observance muy be less 
common, there is no lack of recog 
nition of the social claims of the 
day. It is the great joy day of the 
Christian section of the world and 
peculiar in that the effort is not 
to get happiness but to give it. At 
this season to be kindly-disposed 
is an accepted duty, and to give 
pleasure to others the impulse of 
all normal men and women; greed 
and meanness ure put aside as 
things out of place, and all the 
finer sentiments of the human 
heart are cultivated and displayed. 

This humanizing influence of 
Christmas is one of the great mol- 


lifying forces in our world. Like | 


the thought of mother and the 
memory of childhood it helps to 
make life wholesome and save it 
from being sordid. At this time 
enmities are softened, grudges are 
forgotten, injuries are forgiven, 
prejudices are put away and 
everyone wishes well to his neigh- 
bor. For this day men and women 
live on a higher plane, where 
values are readjusted, where the 
perspective is changed, and where 
the view is broader. They are re 
minded that life is more than a 
succession of incidents, that there 
is something more in each of us 
than eo many pounds of flesh and 
bone, and that the things which 
engross day by day are not tho 
only ones that are worth thinking 
about. Christmas revives the sense 
of our common humanity, and of 
the obligations which that in- 
volves. The spirit of the festival 
does not die with today, In many 
a mind it lingers as a steadying, 
restraining and guiding foree and 
thus makes brighter and better the 
relationships of the after days. 
This would be a much less happy 
world if there were no Christmas 
once per year, or if the generous 
impulses to which Christmas gives 
stimulus and scope subsided alto- 
gether when the day was done 

There is great need of this 
Christmas disposition of good will 
among men today; perhaps never 
more need of it. The need is that 
the spirit be more widely preval 
ent, and that it linger through the 
year to touch and soften all the 
contacts of life. Christmas is com- 
monly associated with the thought 
of peace ; peace among the nations 
or in broader sense of harmony 
among individuals, classes and 
peoples. It is in order to note that 
CGhristmas did not bring peace 
to the world—of kind 
Neither did the heralds of Christ- 
mas proclaim that there was to be 
peace of either kind, then, or at 
any future time. All they did was 
cell men how they could get peace 
and keep it if they want: dit

THE OOAL MINE SETUATION 
Pickets top the Dawson on Friday 


The Dawson was the only mine 
seriously interfered with on Friday 
hiorning, Upwards of 200 pickets 
took control of the traffic bridge and 
south side roads jeading to the mine, 
Stones were thrown and threats made 
so that most of the foree of working 
miners were prevented from re ‘ching 
the mine.

HE knitted woolen dress has 
apparentiv come to. lay. 
Large and smal! girls have 


tried and found it satisfactory. Di- 
rections which follow are for the av- 
erage child and for &verage knitting, 
neither very tight nor very loose. In 
making any knitted garment it is 
necessary to use judgment, and it is 
always advisable to knit a small 
sample and, estimating from this the 
number of stitches to an inch, in 
erease or decrease the number of 
stitches or rows to make the garment 
for whom it is intended. This is 
perhaps necessary when making 
anything for a child, as children of 
the same age vary in size greatly.
